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Sen. Taft Saw It Coming 


Last y e a r on May 26. an address by Sen. 
Robert A. Taft before the National Conference 
of Christians and Je w s in Cincinnati contained 
the then startling suggestion that the United 
States should abandon the pretense that the 
United Nations was in any sense a military 
agency. 


He said the pretense had been abandoned in 
E urope and should be abandoned in Asia. 


“ I think we should do our best to negotiate 
a Korean tru c e ,” he said, “ and if we fail, then 
let England and our other allies know that we 
are withdrawing from all further peace nego­ 
tiations in Korea. Even the best truce under 
present conditions will be extrem ely unsatisfac­ 
tory, It will divide Korea along an unnatural 
line and create an unstable condition likely to 
bring w ar again at any moment. It will release 
a million Chinese soldiers, who no doubt will 
prom ptly bf* moved down to southern China for 
use against Chiung Kai-shek 
or against the 
F re n c h in Indochina.” 


Jn another passage of his speech, Sen. Taft 
said: 


“ It seems to m e that from the beginning we 
should have insisted on a general peace negotia­ 
tion with China, including a unification of Korea 
under free Koreans, and a pledge against further 
expansion in Southeast Asia ” 


And in still another passage, he said: 
“ All that I can urge is two different kinds of 
tolerance to this tolerant body. The first is that 
we be tolerant of the situation of every country, 
th a t we try to understand their problems and 
not force upon them a policy they do not ap­ 
prove, either bv the pressure of grants of money 
or grants of soldiers. No doubt they will be glad 
to get these, but they will be of little use to us 
unless the policy which they a re supposed to 
enforce is the determ ined policy of the country 
concerned.” 
On July 31, Sen. Taft died. 
In co m m en ts on his passing, there was ag ree­ 
m en t on one point. Even his critics conceded 
that of all the public men of his day he stood 
out for his ability to cut through superficialities 
and get at the truth. 
The Senate, it was pointed out, had relied on 
him heavily because of this uniquely im portant 
quality and would miss him s o r e ly . 
In 
the y e a r that has passed 
since illness 
forced his retirement from public affairs, Sen. 
Taft has l>oen missed even m ore sorely than 
was foreseen 
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Bottleneck Removal 


The reason why so m a n y pressure blocs pooled 
their resources for a third of a century to block 
U. S. participation in the St. L awrence seaway 
until C a n a d a ’s decision to finish the project 
alone m ad e further resistance useless now 
is 
coming to light. 
They were jealous of Ohio. 
The impact on Ohio alone, aside from the 
impact on other states fronting on the G reat 
Lakes, now is being described as “ almost be­ 
yond imagination.”

The case being built u p by the Cleveland 
police d e p a rtm e n t against a 25-year-old form er 
convict being held in connection with the brutal 
beating of a four-} ear-old child reflects a grim 
flaw in our existing structure of public protec­ 
tion. 
The suspect has a long record of trouble, be­ 
ginning with an a rre st for stealing an automo­ 
bile when he was only eight years old. 
The prisoner had been jailed and released He 
was known to m any {versons in his neighbor­ 
hood as a potentially dangerous c h a r a c te r ; in­ 
formation leading to his a rre st was provided by 
a person who knew his bad record. Yet, he was 
under no m ore official restraint than if he had 
been a norm al person. 
Except for accidental circum stances, he might 
never have been a rrested in connection with 
tho most recent case in which he will be the 
defendant. It is a story repeated endlessly in 
the United States — the story of the chronic 
m averick who m u st be permitted to run at 
large until he finally comm its the unforgivable 
crim e which causes society to protect itself 
after i m parable d a m a g e has been done to one 
of its innocent m e m b e rs.
